That 
made me want to learn more about 
habitat in general, so | looked up 
habitat under “H’” in the index. | 
found where | could read about the 
National Wilaiife Federation's Back- 
yard Habitat. 

To recall the contest for Bicenten- 
nial Animal of the Year, | looked in 
the special listing of Bicentennial 
Features at the end of the index. 

It told me that the winner is listed in 
the October magazine on page 8. 

| use the Annual Index often. 
Maybe the next time you have a 
report to do for school, you could 
find what you need in the index. 

Remember, the colored page 
numbers are for feature stories. Look 
those up first, but don't skip the other 
pages. Wise Old Owl could be telling 


you something important too.
